“  City  of  Kamloops  Water-Works  Loan  By-Law,

MATSQUI  BY-LAWS. 


THE  MATSQUI  ASSESSMENT  BY-LAW,  1897. 

mHE  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
I  District  of  Matsqui,  enact  as  follows  : 

1.  In  this  By-law  the  terms  “land,”  “improve¬ 
ments”  and  “real  property”  shall  have  the  same 
meanings  as  in  the  Municipal  Act  of  189(i. 

2.  Land  situated  within  the  limits  of  the  Munici¬ 
pality  shall  be  assessed  as  provided  in  section  112  of 
the  Municipal  Act  of  1896. 

3.  Improvements  situated  within  the  limits  of  the 
Municipality,  except  as  regards  real  property  held  by 
any  railway  company,  shall  be  assessed  at  50  per  cent, 
of  their  estimated  actual  value. 

4.  The  Assessor  shall  prepare  his  roll  as  provided 
in  section  1 13  of  the  Municipal  Act  of  1896  and  shall 
set  down  against  each  lot  liable  to  be  taxed  as  wild 
land  a  statement  to  that  effect. 

5.  The  Assessor  shall  in  the  year  1897  begin  to  make 
the  assessment  roll  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  and 
shall  complete  the  same  on  the  last  Saturday  in  March 
in  the  same  year,  and  in  each  succeeding  year  shall 
begin  to  make  the  assessment  roll  on  the  first  Monday 
in  February  and  complete  the  same  by  the  second 
Saturday  in  March,  in  the  same  year. 

6.  The  Assessor  shall  return  the  roll  to  the  Clerk  or 
Council  of  the  Municipality  not  later  than  the  last 
Saturday  in  March  in  the  year  1897,  and  not  later 
than  the  second  Saturday  in  March  in  each  succeeding 
year. 

This  By-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“Matsqui  Assessment  By-law,  1897.”
